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La  Historia 


In  September,  1947,  Jose  Galvez  arrived  in  the  frontier  town  of  Mexico 
where  he  saw  some  strange  looking  people  presumed  to  be  natives.  El  presidente 
Merle  Sill  introduced  himself  and  his  assistants  Sally  Davis,  Freddie  Tucker, 
Marilou  Hoyt,  Tom  McAusian  and  Allen  Edwards.  Jose  noticed  that  these  natives 
were  well  represented  in  the  Junior  governing  body  with  Merle  Sill  as  their  pres¬ 
ident.  The  Seiioritas  Doris  Anne  Nicholson  and  Shirley  Newstead  journeyed  to 
the  far  away  city  of  Syracuse  to  represent  the  little  colony  at  an  annual  news¬ 
paper  convention  As  the  months  passed  the  natives  displayed  to  Jose  their 
musical  ability  in  both  band  and  chorus  while  others  cavorted  oh  the  stage  in 
the  one-act  plav,  "Bv  Popular  Request,”  w'hich  received  third  place  in  native 
competition.  The  natives  then  bade  Jose  good  bye  and  journeyed  to  the  distant 
hills  for  the  summer  months. 

After  the  summer  fiesta  the  natives  returned  to  their  little  town  to  re¬ 
sume  activities.  They  elected  a  new  president,  Harold  Samson,  w’hose  assistants 
were  Ted  Allen.  Allen  Ecnvards  and  Tom  McAusian.  This  year  they  were  repres¬ 
ented  in  the  Senior  governing  body  for  the  first  time  by  Josie  Scofield,  Eugene 
Biumer,  John  u  Mara  and  Haroid  oamson.  Jose  wTas  iascinaced  by  the  selling  of 
tickets  to  a  movie  called  “The  Luck  of  the  Irish”  in  order  to  raise  money  for 
the  class  treasury.  These  people  also  had  a  strange  wray  of  entertaining  them- 
seives.  They  participated  in  games  such  as  varsity  basketball  and  iootball. 
The  musical  organization  oi  the  community  was  led  in  parades  by  Senorita 
Sany  Davis  wno  carried  a  long  stick.  She  wTas  called  the  "head  twirler”  but 
somehow  Jose  never  did  see  her  twirl  any  heads.  Again  they  entered  the  one- 
act  play  contest  writh  "Circumstances  Alter  Cases,  ’  w’hich  took  third  place. 
Once  again  the  natives  bade  Jose  goodbye  and  journeyed  to  their  homes  in  the 
distant  hills. 

The  coming  of  the  September  rains  found  the  natives  gathered  in  their 
little  colonv  with  John  O’Mara  as  the  new  president  and  Tom  McAusian.  Sally 
Davis,  and  Marilou  Hoyt  as  his  assistants  This  year  they  were  represented  in  the 
Senior  Government  by  Allen  Edwrards  and  Merle  Sill.  For  entertainment  the  one- 
act  play  "Quiet  Please”  took  first  place.  They  also  sponsored  twTo  square  dances 
and  the  Junior  Prom  with  John  O’Mara  and  Sally  Davis  reigning  as  king 
and  queen.  Jose  could  see  that  these  people  w'ere  well  represented  on  the  foot¬ 
ball,  basketball,  baseball  and  track  teams.  We  saw'  that  Freddie  Tucker  and 
iviarilou  Hoyt  helped  lead  the  cheering  as  varsity  cheerleaders.  Sally  Davis  re¬ 
tained  her  position  as  head  t  wirier  w’Kh  Josie  Scofield  and  Kay  Leiboult  twdrlmg 
for  her  These  people  proved  to  Jose  that  they  had  abilities  other  than  those 
displayed.  Senor  Paul  Spicer  received  the  Bruce  Hanson  award.  Senor  Howard 
McLvmond  wen  the  Giange  Conservation  essay  contest  while  Senor  Eugene 
Biumer  walked  off  with  the  Agriculture  and  Grange  awrards.  He  also  received 
the  Empire  Tiaining  Aw’ard  and  a  trip  to  the  distant  settlement  of  Kansas.  For 
the  lasu  the  natives  bade  Jose  goodbye  and  returned  to  their  homes. 

After  tw'o  months  thev  returned  to  become  subject  to  Allen  Edw'ards,  their 
new  president.  His  assistants  w'ere  Jeanette  LaClair,  Freddie  Tucker,  and  Pat 
Feeney.  Senor  Eugene  B’umer  was  elected  president  of  the  Senior  government 
with  Lyle  Jerrett  and  John  O'Mara  as  representatives.  Jose  discovered  that 
these  people  had  different  ways  of  raising  money,  one  of  w'hich  w'as  the  selling 
magazines.  They  sold  so  many  that  they  received  a  plaque.  Another  way  they 
raised  money  was  by  the  production  of  a  three-a^t  play  w’hich  wras  not  in 
native  competition  as  in  the  past  years.  This  w'as  called  "Mr.  Barry’s  Etchings” 
and  succeeded  in  being  a  great  success.  Included  in  the  cast  w’ere  Ruth  Elkins, 
Marilou  Hoyt,  Ralph  Munroe,  Bill  Rurey,  E’a  ne  Myers,  Diane  Lunman,  Howard 
McLvmond,  Freddie  Tucker,  Pat  Feeney,  John  O’Mara,  Doris  Anne  Nicholson, 
and  Stanlev  Ilnitzki.  Their  advisor,  Mr.  Pierce,  directed  the  play  with  Senorita 
Shirley  Newstead  as  his  assistant.  Jose  again  noticed  that  they  were  w’ell  repres¬ 
ented  on  the  basketball,  football,  baseball,  and  track  teams.  Many  natives  were 
seen  attending  the  All-State  and  State  Finals  from  the  band  and  chorus^  They 
held  a  Sadie  Haw'kins  Dance  at  winch  the  custom  was  reversed  and  the  senoritas 
took  the  senors.  They  also  held  the  Senior  Ball  on  June  first  w’hich  turned  out 
very  nicely. 

On  a  hot  summer  night  in  June  1951  these  natives  gathered  for  their  last 
fiesta  together.  After  a  series  of  peculiar  ceremonies  each  native  was  presented 
with  a  rolled  niece  of  paper  tied  with  a  ribbon.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  activity 
each  one  of  the  group  disappeared.  Jose  wratched  them  go  little  realizing  that 
he  was  witnessing  the  end  of  the  class  of  ’51.
